Natives Are Again Warring Among
Themselves.,

March I4.—A special to Lthe
Chronicle from Victoria, B, C., says:
The warring native factlons in Samoa
have apparently not forgotten their dif-
ferences and It was feared when the
Inst advices brought by the Warrimoo
left. the island that there would be an-
other outbreak of hostilitien., The
Malletoa people are paylng their taxes
into the government treasury at Apia,
while the Malaafa followers demand
that payment =hall be made to their
govarnment by Leulemoega. Those swwho
declined to comply with this demand
were driven out of thelr villages and
teok refuge In Apia. To the German
authoritiess the Mataafa people =aid
they simply wished to collect taxe= and
gend them in a lump sum to Apin. Some
of the followers of Matanfa who went
to the village of Leong were attacked by
the natives and badly wounded, The
reason for the attack was that the vil-
lage had been given to anderstend that
the Mataafa peroplé proposed to ensiave
them.

POLITICS AND PORTO RICO.

[From the Indianapolia Newsl]

It 1s virtually admitted that the sen-
ate will devole its ensrgy to devising
some scheme for uniting the Republl-
can party on the Fortao Rican tariff
questlon. Onée proposiiion is that there
should be no “hasty* actlon, but that
the matter be held open long enough to
allow public discontent o wear itsolf
out, In the hope that & “safe" adiust-
ment may be made. In other words, the
Intoresta of a starving peoplé are 1o be
sucrificed to the necesgity for party
harmony.

We would remind the senatora that
the people, In both parties, arve of the
oplnlon that there hus been too much
polities In thia business already. What
they want is a decision that wiil benefit
the helpless people of Porto Rico, and
they want it promptly made, To them
it seems monstrous that any political
exigency should be aliowed to stand in
the way of a wise and speedy seitle-
ment of the question. Theéy see no rea-
gon for a protracted debate. We, o this
country, have sacrificed mach to the
demands of political partles—much
more thano we ever ocught to have done.
Turlffs have Dbeen constructed for the
purpose of strengthening the party that
made them with the interests to be
benefited by them. Financinl measures
have been enacted to appease the de-
mands of certain classes.

And now it is proposed to ask the
people of Porto Rico to wait until the
Hepublican leaders ean find some way
out of the present tangle which they
can travel safely. We do not believe
that the people will patiently submit to
the polley of delay. The senate shouhd
act promptly. There ought to be free
trade between the United States and
Ports Rico. And the Republleans will
suffer lves politically from a complote
backdown than they will fram the tri-
filng policy that hos been  suggested.
And even a Republican victory nest
November is less important than the
adoption of ‘a Just policy toward the
Porto Ricans
